The Secret of Greatness 


Greatness is within the reach of all. 
For God is a great God, and can do great 
things, and: he is eager to be the God of 
all who will have him. It has been said 
truly that “the greatest thing you can be 
is what God wants you to be.” His infinite 
wisdom makes no mistake in planning for 
us. His infinite love cares for us perfectly. 
His infinite power can bring to pass his 
greatest thoughts and purposes for us. All 
we need to do, after we have received his 
Son as our Saviour, is to put ourselves 
unreservedly in his hands, as the clay in 
the hands of the potter, and let him fashion 
our lives as he will. The. result will be 
greatness beyond our highest hopes — for 
our great God “is able to do exceeding 


abundantly above all that we ask or think.” 
When we present our bodies to him a liv- 
ing sacrifice, and really trust him, the 
result is certain: “for it is God which work- 
eth in you both to will and to do of his 
good pleasure” (Phil. 2:13).

Do We Need Christ? 


To ask whether we need Christ is. 


like asking whether the human body needs 
a heart. There is no hope for anyone apart 
from Christ. That devotional writer of 
deep spiritual insight, Robert Leighton, has 
said: “The more the Christian is ac- 
quainted with himself, the more will he 
go out of himself for his perfecting and 
establishing. He finds that, when he thinks 
to go forward, he is driven backward, and 


“sin gets hold of him, oftentimes when he 


thought to have smitten it. He finds that 
such is the miserable inconstancy of his 
heart in spiritual things, the vanishing of 
his purposes and breaking off of his 
thoughts, that they usually die ere they 
be brought forth: so that when he hath 
thought, I will pray more reverently, and 
set myself to behold God when I speak 
to him, and watch more over my heart

that it fly not out and leave me, — possibly 
the first time he sets to it, thinking to be 
master of his intention, he finds himself 
more scattered, and disordered, and dead, 
than at any time before. When he hath 
conceived thoughts of humility and self- 
abasement, and thinks, Now I am down, 
and laid low within myself, to rise and look 
big no more,—some vain fancy creeps in 
anon, and encourages him, and raises him 
up to his old estate; so that in this plight, 
had he not higher strength to look at, he 
would sit down and give over all, as utterly 
hopeless of ever atfaining to his journey’s 
end.” That is. the dark side. But Leigh- 
ton shows the bright side: “The believer 
looks ... from all opposition and difficulties, 
looks above them to Jesus, the author 
and finisher of our faith; author, and 
therefore finisher. Thus, that royal dig- 
nity is interested in the maintenance and 
completion of what he hath wrought.) Not- 
withstanding all thy imperfections, ahd the 
strength of sin, he can and will subdue 
it. Notwithstanding thy condition is so 
light and loose that it were easy for any 
wind of temptation to blow thee away, 
yet. he shall hold thee in his right hand, 
and that, though it hangs on nothing, yet 
nothing can remove it. Though thou art 
weak, he is strong.” 
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By What Fruits Shall Ye Know Them ? 


Is it not unfair for THe Sunpay ScHooL 
Times to criticize Christian leaders and 
teachers whose character and devoted lives 
are beyond reproach, whose sincerity is 
unquestionable, and whose good works are 
widely recognized? Does the Times re- 
member the Scriptural test, declared by 
Madar ys “By their fruits ye shall know 
them 


UR Lord’s word, “By their fruits ye 
shall know them,” is one of the most 


frequently misapplied passages in all 
Scripture. It is constantly used in de- 
fense of those whose teaching is contrary to 
the Word of God; it is used even of unbe- 
lievers whose lives and character may be, to 
outward appearance, entirely commendable. 
If a man is a good citizen, a good husband 
and father, a good neighbor, interested in 
and helping many good works, yet making 
no religious profession and having no faith 
in Christ as Saviour, people are prone to 
say that such a man surely must be all 
right in the sight of God, for “by their 
fruits ye shall know them,” and the life of 
such a man, they say, is filled with many 
good “fruits.” 

Similarly of religious liberals, or Mod- 
ernists, who may be professing Christians 
yet whose teachings are far from the fun- 
damentals of the faith as revealed in the 


Bible. Such teachers are often people of 
attractive character and are earnest and 
active in the Church; we are told that we 
should not criticize them, but rather re- 
member that “by their fruits ye shall know 
them.” 

Again, when great movements organized 
in the name of Christ, such as the Y. M. 
C. A. and-the Y. W. C. A., are today far 
removed from the evangelical Christian 
faith yet are busily engaged in many “good 
works,” we are told. that they must be all 
right, for “by their fruits ye shall know 
them.” 

This defense of men and women and or- 
ganizations that have departed from Scrip- 
tural doctrine yet are active in various 
forms of good works breaks down when 
we stop to examine the word spoken by 
the Lord, and note the connection in which 
he said it. 

It is in a section of the Sermon on the 
Mount, in Matthew 7, and the Lord was 
warning his disciples against false teachings. 
“Beware of false prophets,” he said, “which 
come to you in sheep’s clothing, but’ in- 
wardly they are ravening wolves. Ye shall ; 
know them. by their fruits. Do men gather : 
grapes of thorns, or-figs of thistles? . Even - 
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so every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit; but a corrupt tree bringeth forth 


evil fruit. . . . Wherefore by their fruits 


ye shall know them” (Matt. 7: 15-20). 

The Lord here was speaking exclusively 
of the teachings, not of the lives, of “false 
prophets,” religious teachers who claimed 
to be true prophets but whose teachings 
were not true. The teachings of men, even 
of those who may hold high positions in 
the professing Christian Church, or who 
occupy chairs in theological seminaries, or 
who write books having wide circulation, 
must be placed alongside the Word of God; 
if their teachings differ with the revela- 
tion of truth given in the Scriptures, then 
such men are “false prophets,” and “by 
their fruits [of unscriptural teaching] ye 
shall know them.” 

The Lord immediately speaks a further 
word showing that he is not discussing 
men’s works, or the results of their teach- 
ing, as the “fruits” test, but only their 
teaching itself: “Many will say to me in 
that day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophe- 
sied in thy name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy name done 
MANY WONDERFUL worKs? And then will 
I profess unto them, I never knew you: 
depart from me, ye that work iniquity” 
(Matt. 7: 22, 23). 

The most dangerous man today is the 
one whose outward life is beyond criticism, 
and whose activities are on the side of 
right rather than wrong, yet whose teach- 
ings turn men away from the precious 
doctrines of Christ and the Scriptures. 
There are many such men living and teach- 
ing today and exerting a powerful influ- 
ence for harm. Professing to be Christians, 
they are offering men another bible, an- 
other gospel, another Jesus. Their words 
carry weight because their lives and char- 
acters are outwardly attractive. But of 
such Paul wrote by inspiration: 

“For if he that cometh preacheth another 
Jesus, whom we have not preached, or if 
ye receive another spirit, which ye have 
not received, or another gospel, which ye 
have not accepted, . .. such are false apos- 
tles, deceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ. And 
no marvel; for Satan himself is trans- 
formed into an angel of light. Therefore 
it is no great thing if his ministers also 
be transformed as the ministers of right- 
eousness; whose end shall be according to 
their works” (2 Cor. 11:4, 13-15). This 
passage shows that the word “works” here 
refers to the false teachings of false 
teachers who claim to be “ministers of 
righteousness,” and who may, for the time 
being, bring to pass seemingly good re- 
sults from their teaching. 

It is never safe to judge any religious 
movement by its results. For some of the 
deadliest false cults, including some that 
use the name “Christian” and have much 
to say about Christ, have produced re- 
sults that are outwardly impressive and 
beautiful. Christian Science, for example, 
often brings a quiet and peace and happiness 
into the lives of ‘its deceived followers. Its 
ministers, following Satan as an angel of 
light in this great deception, are “trans- 
formed as the ministers of righteousness.” 
But Christian Science denies the fact of 
sin and the death and resurrection of Christ, 
and thus rejects the teachings of the Scrip- 
tures. _By these fruits — its false teachings 
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— we are to know the deadly falsehood of 
this religion. 

New Thought or Unity is another of 
these false religions that may produce seem- 
ingly good results. Bahaism is still an- 
other,—a Christian mother, well known 
personally to the Trmes staff, was at one 
time an ardent disciple of Bahaism and 
had amazingly favorable results from it in 
her own life and family; later she came to 
see its antichristian character and was 
brought out of it into the evangelical 
Christian faith. 

It is important to bear this Scriptural 
truth and injunction of our Lord in mind 
as we study the Oxford Group Movement, 
which is producing such good results in 
certain cases, yet which has deliberately 
and officially set itself against the Scrip- 
tures by excluding doctrine from its public 
teaching and testimony, and by putting 
experience ahead of doctrine. The Times 
summarized the dangerous elements in this 
popular movement in the issue of April 15, 
and hopes to discuss it more fully in later 
issues. 

Not “results” of any sort, but whether 
or not the religion or movement or teach- 
ing agrees with the teachings in the Word 
of God—that is the test which our Lord 
and the inspired writers throughout the 
Bible make the final one. “By their fruits 
[teachings] ye shall know them.”

Drafted into the British navy, he de- 
serted, was caught, publicly stripped and 
whipped, and put in irons. He was tempted 
to commit suicide or kill the captain of his 
ship, and his love for his sweetheart was 
the only restraint he had left. 


It is an amazing story. Would you ex- 
pect him to have written the loved hymn: 

How sweet the name of Jesus sounds 

In a believer’s ear! 
It soothes his sorrows, heals his wounds, 
And drives away his fear. 

The boy was John Newton, a great sinner 
who became a great saint. .The story of 
his early and later life makes a_ thrilling 
chronicle, stranger than fiction, true as the 
conversion of Saul of Tarsus. It recalls 
the text: “Look unto the rock whence ye 
are hewn, and to the hole of the pit whence 
ye are digged” (Isa. 51:1).

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Shaftesbury — Freethinker ? 


In the Times of May 20 you speak of 
“Mandeville, Bentham, Shaftesbury, and 
other English free thinkers.” What do 
you mean? I have made a thorough study 
of the life of the Seventh Earl of Shaftes- 
bury. In his Life it is stated that he said 
to his biographer: “I always have been 
and, please God, I always shall be, an evan- 
gelical of the evangelicals, and no biography 
can represent me that does not represent 
fully and emphatically my religious belief.” 
And he spoke with impassioned eloquence 
of the authority and historicity of the Bible. 
Please have that changed—A Vermont 
reader. 

The Shaftesbury referred to in THE 
Sunpay ScuHoot Times was the Third 
Earl of Shaftesbury, who lived 1671-1713. 
This Shaftesbury was the most important 
of all the Deists, and from his writings 
Hume, Voltaire, and Diderot drew much 
of their “inspiration” and teaching. 

The great evangelical Earl of Shaftes- 
bury was the seventh in the line and was 
born in 1801. He was one of the most de- 
vout and one of the most useful men of 
Nineteenth Century England. It is worth 
noting that it was the nurse who raised 
and trained him who implanted in him his 
evangelical faith. She could hardly have 
realized what a great work she was doing 
in teaching this little boy the Christian 
faith. 

The present Earl of Shaftesbury is a 
grandson of the evangelical Earl, and, it 
is to be regretted, is active in the Anglo- 
Catholic movement.

66 WILL call this Luther a true great 
| man; great in intellect, in courage, 
affection, and integrity; one of our 
most lovable and precious men. Great not 
as a hewn obelisk, but as an Alpine moun- 
tain, so simple, honest, spontaneous, not 
setting up to be great at all; there for quite 
another purpose than being great! Ah, 
yes, unsubduable granite, piercing far and 
wide into the heavens; yet in the cleft of 
it fountains, green and beautiful valleys and 
flowers! A right spiritual hero and 
prophet; once more a true son of Nature 
and fact, for whom these centuries and 
many that are to come yet, will be thankful 
to Heaven.” Thus Carlyle on Luther. On 
the four hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the Reformer’s birth evangelical Chris- 
tians may take courage from the hero 
of the Reformation. 


Why Separation from Rome? 


Because, through identification with 
Rome, the Catholic Church had become 
corrupt in body and soul. In itself, one 
Catholic or universal Church throughout 
the world is a noble concept. However, 
the Roman bishop who, less than six hun- 
dred years after Christ, had constituted 
himself chief shepherd, patterned his rule 
upon heathen Rome rather than the Gospel. 
One phase of the pope’s infidelity was the 
effort to obtain political authority. Con- 
trary to Jesus’ command and example, he 
made his kingdom one of this world. As 
vicegerent of Christ, he demanded submis- 
sion in all things from all. For purely 
political reasons the curse of excommpnica- 
tion was hurled far and wide. By the inter- 
dict — refusal to dispense the sacraments 
—whole countries were compelled to re- 
nounce their rulers. Repeatedly the pope 
made good as ruler of the West by subdu- 
ing emperors and kings. Pius V, when 
excommunicating Queen Elizabeth, con- 
tended: God has made the pope “prince 
over all nations that he may pluck up, 
overthrow, disperse, destroy, plant, and 
rear...” Verily, God on earth! And there 
the pope stands today, each pope yielding 
his scepter to his successor in the hope 
that a reversal of the chariot of history 
will restore his lost overlordship. 

Seeking earthly power, the popes lost 
the Gospel. Error after error was ushered 
in while the Church was sleeping: purga- 
tory, and the priestly sacrifice — mass — 
for relief from it; compulsory celibacy, 
lest family ties should divert the priest 
from allegiance to the pope; heathen gods 
return as Roman saints; relics become ob- 
jects of veneration and means of healing. 
The priest discards the Calvary sacrifice 
by pretending that, in the mass, he offers 
Christ again by turning the elements on 
the altar into his body and blood. Papal 
falsehoods are received as official dogmas 


Countless thousands of Christians have 
had reason to thank God for Martin 
Luther, born November 10, 1483. As 
they have traced his struggles and de- 
liverance in Merle d’Aubigne’s great 
“History of the Reformation,” and 
other works, they have seen in a new 
light the glories of justification by 
faith. This brief and vivid review of 
the religious conditions of Luther’s 
time, and of his great ‘work for the 
Church, brings a welcome message 
of ag t when clouds again 
hang heavy over the world. 











of the Church when, after Luther, the 
Council of Trent decrees that works share 
saving power with faith; that tradition — 
over two hundred volumes of it —is- be- 
side the Bible the source of saving truth; 
that the pope is the sole head of the 
Church, responsible to none, entitled to 
obedience from all. All this falsehood cul- 
minates in the dogma that the pope is the 
infallible guardian of truth and of morals. 
According to Scripture, there is no real 
membership in the Church except through 
Christ. According to Rome, there is no 
fellowship with Christ except through its 
pope. The priest replaces Christ. Anti- 
christ! 


Corruption and Persecution 


The loss of the Gospel through the popes 
brought with it utter demoralization. With 
the prohibition of divinely ordained mar- 
riage the Church became a cesspool of vice. 
Priestly bastards became popes, and popes 
the fathers of bastards. A book like Lea’s 
“Sacerdotal Celibacy” makes one shudder 
at “the abomination of desolation” reigning 
in what was regarded as the Holy of 
Holies. Adulterous popes hurled the ban 
at those who resisted. With rack and stake 
Rome raged against those who tried to 
escape into purer air. The Albigenses in 
France, the Waldenses in central Europe, 
Savonarola of Florence, Huss of Prague, 
were exterminated. At the Council of 
Trent, where Rome removed some of the 
filth encrusting her altars, Claude d’ Es- 
pence, Sorbonne professor, complained: 
“The sins of men are the Church’s golden 
harvest, the evidence of which is her abun- 
dant wealth, not to be refuted or disproved 
by argument. ... When money is the ob- 
ject, everything is permitted; there is no 
crime for which one cannot buy a dispensa- 
tion at Rome. As soon as the money is 
paid into the chest, the sin is forgiven. 
The only unpardonable offense is to be 
poor. Infamous is it that for a yearly 
payment priests are allowed concubines, 
with whom they live and by whom they 
have children.” The abomination of deso- 
lation! We concede that Rome has in 
some ways “cleaned up” —2in Protestant 
countries; but it is Luther who should be 
canonized for the improvement he com- 
pelled. 

Luther became the great Reformer be- 
cause in three respects he exceeded all 


others: in his experience of Rome’s utter 
inability to give peace; in his personal ex- 
perience of Christ; in his mountain-moving 
faith. Not all Catholics were infected by 
the papal leprosy. Luther was preceded 
by a Christian Renaissance, composed of 
men and women who knew sin and grace 
and anticipated the Reformation truth of 
salvation by grace through Christ, in faith. 
But, in spite of John Tauler and Gerhard 
Groote, the Church had become a lethal 
chamber; and faith was born in her only 
to die. By thrusting Luther out, Rome 
caused a separate movement that made the 
Gospel again a possession of mankind. The 
pope’s excommunication was God’s acco- 
lade. 

Luther became monk to find peace. As 
such he was the very flower of Catholi- 
cism. He worked. He fasted. He scourged 
himself. He prayed. He watched. He 
obeyed. But knowing the damnable char- 
acter of sin, aware of the imperfections of 
all his efforts, peace he found not. That 
failure of the sincerest, most earnest Cath- 
olic to find peace on the heights of pre- 
scribed endeavor marks the failure of Gath- 
olicism. And if the Catholic faith “was 
found wanting at its best, how could a 
church win the approval of mankind in 
which Gospel could be found only by ac- 
cident, and righteousness was trampled 
under foot by cardinal, bishop, and pope? 

When Luther had all but despaired, the 
Gospel came to him in the person of his 
superior Staupitz; a man of grace, who 
told the wan monk that God forgives. Then - 
he who knew the Bible like few came to 
understand it. So far he had dreaded 
Christ as his Judge. Now, with trust, 
came love. Born again, he became bearer 
of life to others. 


Luther’s Famous Protest 


A wondrous pageant is Luther’s subse- 
quent history. When with cynical uncon- 
cern archbishop and pope went fifty-fifty 
in the distribution of indulgence funds, got- 
ten from the pope’s dupes as pay for for- 
giveness, Luther nailed a ringing protest 
to the church door, Prelate and pope tried 
to cow him. In vain. Excommunicated 
by the pope, he answered the demand of 
the emperor to recant with the declaration: 
“Here I stand, I cannot do otherwise. God 
help me! Amen.” Outlawed by the Em- 
peror, excommunicated by the pope, he 
flung his faith into other hearts and lands. 
In hymns, in sermons, in books, in debates, 
he attacked Rome and proclaimed the Gos- 
pel. The restored faith flamed into the 
heart of Calvin, of Cranmer, of Knox. 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Finland, Eng- 
land, Scotland, Holland renounce the pope. 
The Jesuit Inquisition may arrest the spread 
of the Reformation with torture and flame; 
it cannot quench it. The old faith leaps 
oceans: America, Australia, Canada, South - 
Africa, New Zealand, born in the sign of 
the Reformation, spurn the papal preten-

Replacing an Idol by the Bible 


The courageous witness of a Belgian couple

66 E ARE so impressed with the 
W roving of the Spirit among all 
classes. Reports lately received 
from workers in the Provinces show how 
in many ways the fire is spreading under- 
ground, In villages where there are sup- 
posedly no Protestants at all, people are 
reading Bibles given to them by relatives 
in other towns. From our fifty-five posts 
there radiates a network of Gospel interest 
that we are just beginning to discover, an 
underground railroad, or grapevine tele- 
graph, as it were.’ Thus wrote one of 
the workers of the Belgian Gospel Mission 
when Villeroux was in question, for in 
this village of 800 inhabitants the workings 
of this “grapevine telegraph” have galvan- 
ized into vigorous action, with the result 
that a whole community is being over- 
turned. 

How did it all occur, and what were its 
beginnings? As answer to the first query 
we must give glory where it rightly. be- 
longs —so must quickly declare that it is 
all occurring today in Belgium, this nation- 
wide “network of Gospel interest,” because 
of the circulation of more than twelve 
million copies of the Scriptures and other 
religious literature, since the beginning of 
the Mission’s existence in Belgium, and 
these “signs following” are all of the Holy 
Spirit’s honoring God’s Word, as he is 
pledged to do. 

What were its beginnings? The answer 
to this forms the story that shall follow. 
In Villeroux lived a family by the name 
of LeClerq—probably of all the inhabi- 
tants of that industrious hamlet, the most 


despicable and despised. The couple had 
now reached the ages of sixty and seventy, 
respectively, surely too old to change life- 
long habits of violence, slovenliness, and 
blasphemy. But those who would affirm 
this reckon without the wonder-working 
power of the Gospel. 

Now a Belgian is noted for a fully de- 
veloped bump of curiosity. If we are dis- 
tributing literature in the country, throwing 
booklets away from the Mission car along 
the road, we can confidently count on peo- 
ple getting off their bicycles or out of 
their carts, laborers running from the fields, 
yes, even engineers stopping their inter- 
urban trains to pick up the little books. 
So Mr. LeClerq could not resist traveling 
several miles on foot to the town of Sart, 
where the Protestants had a Gospel hall, 
to see what they would do at their Christ- 
mas exercises. 

Thus, his old heart beating a little faster, 
although his exterior wore its usual ex- 
pressionless, stolid aspect, he found himself 
in the midst of a crowd that thronged the 
hall that winter day. He heard many 
children singing Christmas songs and re- 
peating passages from the Bible, not in 
Latin, but in his own _ understandable 
French dialect. The tree was a joy to look 
at, with its twinkling candles and orna- 
ments of colored paper and glass, but what 
truly gripped him was the message by the 
pastor. His accent left something to be 
desired, for he came from the “Borinage” 
in another part of Belgium, but the story 
he told was simplicity itself. “Was this 
the Christ then, —this real, wonderful per-

son he was talking about, so different from 
the misty, unreal being he had always im- 
agined the Saviour to be,—the ‘little 
Jesus’ on his mother’s knee, or the poor 
writhing figure on the crucifix, from which 
he was fain to turn his head in distress 
and shame?” 

By the end of the service Mr. LeClerq 
was all but won, and humbly he entreated 
the preachers, Mr. Andries, to come to his 
home in Villeroux and instruct himself 
and his wife more fully. This Mr. Andries 
did most gladly, and the old couple both 
surrendered fully to the claims of Christ 
and entered into peace, 

Such was the beginning of the movement 
in Villeroux, and we find it significant that 
while the best people of the village came 
later, it all began with the conversion of 
the poorest and most despised. Is that 
not generally the divine order? 

Mr. LeClerq made rapid strides in the 
Christian life. He became a man of prayer 
— morning and night he had stated times 
for prayer—and a great concern came 
upon him for his fellow villagers. The 
next step was to open his small home for 
the preaching of the Gospel, and, despite 
the unsavory reputation of his past, peo- 
ple began to attend these meetings; six 
persons, then twelve, and finally fifty. By 
this time his house had become too small, 
and a newly converted woman, Mme. Chate- 
lain offered her house, where three rooms 
could be thrown together to accommodate 
a larger audience. There it was that one 
night of early spring we drove down from 
Brussels to fellowship with this little group 
of believers and seekers at Villeroux. 

When we entered the farmhouse, it was 
to see ninety-seven people awaiting our 
coming. What a hearing we had for our 
messages and with what reverence they 
regarded us, who had come from a far-off 
land to bring the Gospel message to Bel- 
gium! 

After the service our old Brother Le- 
Clerq had a surprise for us, We followed 
him, as he set out with his lantern up the 
winding country road. It was a long walk 
to his farmhouse, built as is the custom 
fronting directly on the road. The house

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was constructed in sections, and he opened 
one door leading into an unused barn. 
“This,” he said, “we offer to the Belgian 


_ Gospel Mission to be made into a Gospel 


hall.” Since that day the deed of transfer 
has been passed, and friend LeClerq and 
others are putting by all available francs 
to pay for the reconstruction of the build- 
ing. 

One of the first to be converted was the 
daughter of the LeClerq’s and her husband, 
living in another part of the town. As in 
most country houses, they had a little 
shrine built in the outer wall of their 
house, in which was placed a statue or idol. 
This little shrine obtained some local 
notoriety, so that often pilgrimages and 
processions were made for the purpose of 
worshiping the idol. Immediately after 
their conversion this couple took the little 
statue out of its niche and replaced it by 
an open Bible, opened at the ten command- 
ments, that all might see what the second 
commandment had to say about worshiping 
images. This they covered with glass, that 
the book should not be injured by rain. 
This action of theirs was considered fright- 
fully blasphemous by the priest, who raged 
at them from his pulpit, saying that they 
had turned the “good God” out of his 
place. 

Later the Gospel car was sent to Ville- 
roux, with its driver and evangelist, to con- 
duct Gospel meetings for twelve days. 
Each evening until ten o’clock the villagers 
would group themselves in front of the 
car, and, despite the fact that they are 
all farmers and early risers, not a man 
would budge until the close. Perhaps they 
all felt like one dear old man, recently 
converted, who, standing each night with 
head ‘uncovered before the car, said: “If 
I had to miss one meeting it would make 
me ill.’ Did I say “the close”? For ten 
o’clock was never the close. When at that 
hour the worker terminated his meeting 
and went indoors for a cup of coffee, all 
the audience promptly seized chairs and 
benches and followed him im, where per- 
force a new meeting had nightly to be 
commenced, which went on until after 
midnight. And next morning, before eight 
o'clock, they were back again! Not this 
time en masse but singly, for personal inter- 
views about their soul’s need. Then there 
were visits to be made to different homes, 
so that the poor worker could scarcely find 
time to eat. 

He has told us stories of conversion 
among these people. One of these was a 
banker who waited for two hours for an 
opportunity to speak to him about his soul. 
They conversed together until after mid- 
night, when the banker entered into peace. 
“Oh,” said he, “if I had only heard these 
things twenty or thirty years ago, what a 
different life I should have led.” 

An interesting case of conversion was 
that of a farmer in easy circumstances, be- 
ing the largest landholder in the com- 
munity. He and his son were both pro- 
nounced unbelievers. The son, a man of 
about thirty years, is an officer in the Bel- 
gian army. Now both are converted and 
show by their lives the genuineness of their 
faith, They are always to be seen at the 
meetings, whatever may be the state of the 
weather, This rich farmer one day asked 
the evangelist to take a meal with him at 
his farm. When he arrived it was to see 
fourteen -people who had been asked to 
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meet him, and the whole purpose was that 
he might talk to them about their souls. 
In one case two old women, past seventy- 
five years of age, were converted in their 
kitchens. In still another instance, where 
the family had been converted, the walls 
were still covered with idols. When the 
worker paid the family a visit the lady said: 
“Promise you will come again to see us 
day after tomorrow; do not fail us.” So 
he went at the appointed time, carrying his 
sack of Scriptures and text cards, as was 
his custom, Arriving, the lady handed him 
a hammer, saying: “We were waiting 
for you. Now destroy all the idols and 
put up Scripture texts in their places.” 
After the worker had left, the people 
of Villeroux redoubled their witnessing — 
in streets, in shops, everywhere, fearlessly 
declaring what God had done for their 
souls, Their enthusiasm was great at the 
thought of having their own Gospel hall, 
and many are volunteering help for the 
purchase of benches and other furnishings 
and have signified their willingness to as- 
sume the support of a resident worker. 
Nor is the revival interest confined to 
Villeroux, for all the surrounding villages 
are begging for meetings. For the present 
Mr. Andries can only care for Villeroux 
and Blancmont, in addition to his other 
duties. Blancmont is a village where a 
family who have become interested in the 
Gospel have opened their home for meet- 
ings. Already five families have been won 
in the meetings that have taken place. 
Surely this is God’s hour for Belgium!

In How Many Languages 
Has the Bible Appeared? 


Mane: Bible or some part of it has ap- 
peared in 936 languages and dialects, 
according to a statement just issued by 
the American Bible Society. This figure, 
in which no duplication of languages or 
dialects occurs, represents the publications 
of the three major Bible Societies func- 
tioning throughout the world: the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, the National Bible Society 
of Scotland, as well as some missionary 
organizations and others. 

The latest book from the press is the 
Gospel of Mark in Mundang, a dialect 
used in Africa and published by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. Through this 
same Society tribes in Borneo have received 
the first complete New Testament in Sea 
Dyak. With the appearance of this book 
the entire New. Testament has appeared 
in 190 languages. The complete Bible has 
been published in 174 languages, while por- 
tions of the Bible and selections in 572 
languages complete the total of 936. 

The latest publication of the American 
Bible Society is the Gospel of Matthew in 
Keres, a dialect spoken by a tribe of In- 
dians in New Mexico. This is the first 
complete Gospel to appear in this tongue. 

While it is estimated that some part of 
the Scriptures appears on an average every 
five weeks, the translations already pub- 
lished must, from time to time, also undergo 
revision in order to attain a greater faith- 
fulness to the original Hebrew and Greek, 
thereby laying an additional obligation on 
the Bible Societies.

HE Growth of a New and Faithful 

Mission.— The 

Missionary Society has passed its elev- 
enth anniversary.- It was founded as a protest 
against rationalist tendencies in the Church 
Missionary Society. Henry Venn, one of 
the first and the greatest of the mission- 
ary secretaries of the latter. society, in- 
sisted that “the only foundation for a 
mission is the individual conversion of ‘souls 
to Christ. Also that the best preparation 
for a missionary is to saturate himself 
with the Word of God.” Bishop Moule, 
another great figure in the Church Mission- 
ary Society, said: “I dread the mental 
habit: which takes the professor for oracle 
rather than the apostle. . .. The Bible in 
Christ’s' deathless hands is the authorized 
warrant ‘forever, in all lands, of our work 
and witness.” The new society - revives 
the testimony of the older leaders. “We 
humbly praise our King for setting his 
seal of approval upon the stand he enabled 
us to take for the inerrancy of the Word 
of God,—incarnate and written.” There 
are now nine fields working under its 
care. In one of these, Lake Rudolf, East 
Africa, the two pioneer missionaries of 
three years ago find themselves strength- 
ened by the sending out of seventeen more, 
now settled in twelve outstations. Taposa, 
Somaliland, and Abyssinia are being en- 
tered, and the whole Horn of Africa lies 
before them like a land of promise. There 
have been many conversions, and the Gos- 
pel of Mark is already translated into 
Shamba and Suk. This society has also 
entered Arakan, in Burma, which has a 
population of 900,000. This area was 
opened first in 1866 by American Baptists, 
who were finally compelled to withdraw 
because of the frightfully malarial climate. 


Attempts to Seize Evangelical Endow- 
ments.—In the English Church are large 
Protestant Patronage Trusts, which have 
been contributed in the past by evangelical 
Christians to secure evangelical pastors in 
the pulpits of the state church. These are 
now the object of attack by the clerical- 
izing party in the church, who evidently 
hope to capture them for their clericalizing 
ends. Such is the object of the recent 
Benefices Measure (Purchase of Right of 
Patronage) which has passed Parliament. 
The Martyrs Memorial Trust is the one 
which will suffer most from this legisla- 
tion. “What the powers-that-be in the 
Church are aiming at,” says a correspond- 
ent in the English Churchman, “is the vir- 
tual extinction of trustee patronage, and 
its transfer to diocesan boards, for the 
simple reason that trustee livings are the 
most solid bulwark left for the maintenance 
of some measure of Protestantism in the 
Church of England.” “It is,” says the 
same paper editorially, “the crowning ef- 
fort in a series of measures aimed at 
the destruction of Protestant Patronage 
Trusts.” Strenuous efforts were made by 
the Anglo-Catholic politicians in and out 
of Parliament to force this legislation 
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through. The sacerdotal members of Par- 
liament sent out an urgent appeal to fel- 
low members to be in their seats when 
the legislation should come up and streams 
of letters and telegrams were directed to 
Parliament urging the passage of the bill. 
Catholicizers in England and Unitarian- 
izers in America are both after evangelical 
property, the gift of self-sacrificing Chris- 
tians in the past to the cause of Christ. 


Self-Supporting churches are increasing 
in Annam, Indo-China. During 1932 seven 
mission churches graduated into this class; 
seventeen outstations became independent 
churches, and seven new outstations have 
been opened by the independent churches 
themselves. Thus on January 1, 1933, fifty- 
five, or more than half the churches in the 
entire field, were under native church gov- 
ernment. In these years of unemploy- 
ment and deficits fifteen new church build- 
ings have been put up by Annamese 
Christians. The Annamese National 
Church Conference, which met at Faifoo 
in May, pledged itself to raise funds and 
send Annamese missionaries to the tribes 
people, and the Cochin-China District Con- 
ference took its first annual missionary 
pledge for the same work of evangelism. 


With the Archeologists.—Close by the 
place where Ahab’s House of Ivory (1 
Kings 22:39) once stood have been re- 
cently found decorations in ivory, — lions, 
oxen, cherubim, wreaths, lily work, and 
pomegranites, —a striking, if minor, con- 
firmation of Biblical detail. 

Mr. Starkey has covered the city of 
Rehoboam’s time at Lachish and also finds 
evidence of its capture by Sennacherib. 
The metal crest of a soldier’s helmet found 
here corresponds to that which some of 
Sennacherib’s soldiers are represented as 
wearing in a British Museum bas-relief. 
On the left of the gate of Lachish is an 
idolatrous shrine, presumably one such as 
Josiah destroyed (2 Kings 23:8). Evi- 
dence has been found in Lachish of the 
building of great fires by besiegers against 
the walls, in order to weaken the mortar 
and prepare in this way for their fall. 
These fires were of fig and olive trees, and 
this fact throws light on Deuteronomy 20: 
19: “When thou shalt besiege a city a 
long time, in making war against it to take 
it, thou shalt not destroy the trees thereof 
by forcing an axe against them ... (for 
the tree of the field is man’s life).” 


A Modernist Revision of the Bible in 
India.—The Tamils of South India have 
an admirable translation of the Bible, as 
satisfactory to them as King James’ Ver- 
sion is to English-speaking Christians. 
They are up in arms to protest against a 
new version, which they say is being im- 
posed on them. This version is the work 
of Dr. , whom they describe as “a 
rank Modernist and freethinker.” A state- 
ment signed by responsible Christians, both 
English and native, expresses “the feelings 
of horror and helplessness” of the Indian 





Christians of South India at the thought 
that “the Holy Bible is being wrenched 
from their hands by the very Society that 
gave it to them at first.’ They declare 
the new edition, which it is planned to sub- 
stitute for the one now in use, “a counter- 
feit production , . . plainly in compromise 
with Unitarian views” with “innumerable 
mutilations, interpolations, and marginal 
glosses leading to doubt.” Fifty thousand 
rupees have been sunk in this translation 
by the Madras Auxiliary of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. “We know a 
little of the present financial crisis in 
Europe and America and are painfully 
conscious that the saints of God over there 
are denying themselves to be able to main- 
tain the Bible Society. Yet both Indian 
laymen and clergy are voting against this 
version in public meetings.” Meanwhile 
the Old Testament is also being revised, at 
large cost, “under the dictatorship of a 
few Modernist elements in the Committee.” 

One excuse for the present version is 
that the earlier one is not in its style 
acceptable to caste Hindus! As if that 
should determine a Bible translation. But 
earnest Christians in South India refuse 
to be robbed of the old familiar version, 
prepared by “spirit-filled saints” in whom 
they had confidence. 


Encouraging Notes in German The- 
ology.—The great “positive’ New Testa- 
ment critic, Professor Theodor Zahn, re- 
cently deceased in his nineties, was a critic 
of the negative criticism, and so learned 
and so sharp was he that in their despair 
they called him the Giftzahn (“Poisen 
Tooth,” his name Zahn signifying tooth). 
But Professor Caspari said of him, “One 
could wish we had a whole jawful of such 
teeth.” His great works were “The His- 
tory of the New Testament Canon” and his 
“Introduction to the New Testament,” the 
greatest of all the introductions. He was 
the master par excellence in the study of 
primitive Christianity, in textual criticism, 
in patristic study, and related branches. 
This great evangelical scholar gave as his 
tombstone text the words of Paul in Ro- 
mans 14:8, “Whether we live therefore, 
or die, we are the Lord’s.” 

“The Resurrection of the Dead,” by Pro- 
fessor Karl Barth of Bonn, is reviewed by 
Birch Hoyle in The British Weekly. “Ac- 
cording to Barth, 1 Corinthians 15 gives us 
the central core of Paul’s message, — rather 
of God’s Word through Paul’s mind and 
mouth. Barth’s view is that all the Bible 
centers on the victory over death, when 
the new world that ends time broke in at 
the first Easter. The reader will find here 
the vivid sense of God’s majesty, the view 
of revelation as superseding and correcting 
all man’s speculations upon death and the 
beyond, the decisive importance of the Gos- 
pel as fixing destiny for weal or woe, the 
urgency of making decision, the joy that 
‘the Shadow feared of man’ has passed 
away.”

Approach to the Lesson 

AUL’S speech to the Athenians on 

Mars’ Hill is recorded by Luke in 

less than two hundred words. But 
in that marvelous message the ambassador 
of the living God made foolish. the com- 
bined wisdom of Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, 
and a thousand lesser philosophers of 
Athens, so far as their teaching applied 
to God and righteousness and the meaning 
of life. Paul apparently founded no church 
in Athens, but the message he gave there 
will never die. As “Jerusalem” means 
Israel and its message to the world, as 
“Rome” means the world empire, so 
“Athens” means the glory of Greece, where 
the mind of man reached its greatest height. 
We do well to learn God’s estimate of 
the glory of man, as we read his message 
through Paul’s contact with Athens. 


The Historical Setting 


Paul’s visit to Athens came probably in 
A. D. 51. It was not a planned visit. 
Driven out of Berea by the persecution of 
the Jews of Thessalonica, Paul fled by way 
of the sea, taking a vessel that was bound 
for Athens, about 250 miles distant. 


Verse by Verse 4 

Acts 17:22.—Then Paul steod in the 
midst of Mars’ hill. The hill dedicated 
to Mars, or Ares, the god of war, where 
also the famous Supreme Court of Athens, 


the Areopagus, sat when they passed judg- 
ment. I perceive that in all things ye are 
too superstitious. “Very religious,” or “rey- 
erential to the gods,” not a word to arouse 
antagonism. 


Verse 23.—Beheld your devotions. 
Rather, the objects of your devotion or 
worship, the idols and temples that 
abounded in Athens. J found an altar. 
The Spirit directed Paul to see this in- 
scription. TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Some suggest that the altar was dedicated 
to a god who had supposedly given great 
deliverance, others that it was to any god 
who may have been unintentionally over- 
looked in their worship. But it is alto- 
gether likely that this altar was an ex- 
pression of the longing of the human heart 
for the true God and an acknowledgment 
of the great Creator God, who is known 
in a vague way by all nations. Two Greek 
writers refer to altars with this inscrip- 
tion, one in the city and one near Phaleron 
Bay. 

Verse 24.—God that made the world 
and all things therein. The listening philos- 
ophers did not acknowledge a_ personal 
God who was Creator. Paul goes into no 
useless philosophical -arguments to prove 
God’s existence. He is declaring him. 
Dwelleth not in temples made with hands. 
As Stephen, also said (Acts 7:48). But 
what a setting for such a statement: Paul 
standing in the midst of the most beautiful 
temples of earth, near the great Parthenon, 
temple of the goddess Athena, patron of 
Athens! 


Verse 25.—He giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things. The Greek gods 
were not represented as doing this, but 
rather as controlling that which already 
was created. 

Verse 26.—Hath made of one blood all 
nations. Jews and Gentiles, Athenians and 
“Barbarians.” Determined the times be- 
fore appointed, and the bounds. A personal 
God, personally directing the affairs of 


_nations, was wholly opposed to the Stoic 


teaching of fate and the Epicurean teach- 
ing of chance. 


Verse 27.—Not far from every one of 
us. The difficulty in finding him is not be- 
cause God has gone far away, but because 
man’s heart has departed from him (Prov. 
8:17" Jer. 20: 13). 

Verse 28.—IJn him we live, and move, 
and have our being.. That is, God did not 
create man and give him an independent 
life to be carried on apart from Himself. 
In Christ “all things hold together” (Col. 
1:17), and he is “upholding all things” 
(Heb. 1:3). This does not refer to a 
“divine spark” in a man, suggestive that 
all men are saved. As certain also of your 
own poets have said. The quotation is 
from Aratus, born in Cilicia, possibly in 
Tarsus, about 300 years before Paul. The 
words are also in the hymn to Jupiter by 
Cleanthes, the second great leader of the 
Stoics (264-232 B. C.). 

Verse 30—God winked at. Rather, 
“God overlooked,” “suffered all nations to 
walk in their own ways” (Acts 14:16), 
passing over their sins in the sense of ex-

ercising “forbearance” toward them, not 
bringing final judgment even though they 
bore the natural fruit of their alienation 
from God (Rom. 3:25). But now com- 
mandeth all men every where to repent. 
The new Gospel age is bringing new light 
and new responsibility. 


Verse 31.—He will judge the world in 


righteousness. Side by side with the mes- 
sage of grace comes the message of judg- 
ment. Sin will have an end (Acts 10: 42; 
Rom. 1:18; 2:16; John 5:27-30). By 
that man whom he hath ordained. Be- 
cause he is a Son of man and the Saviour, 
as well as God, he is to be the Judge (Acts 
10: 42; John 5:27). Raised him from the 
dead. This is the evidence that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God (Rom. 1:4), and the 
Judge of all men (John 5:25, 26, 29). 

Verse 32.—When they heard of the resur- 
rection. Apparently, they interrupted the 
message at this point. Some mocked. To 
Greek philosophers the resurrection of the 
body was against their whole thought of 
the future life and immortality. Others 
said, We will hear thee again. They did 
not .mock; perhaps they were courteous 
and serious; Some of them, like Felix, may 
have been under conviction and putting off 
a decision. 


Verse 34.—Howbeit certain men clave 
unto him, and believed. Paul’s message 
was not a failure. Those whose hearts 
the Lord opened believed. Dionysius, the 
Areopagite. That is, a member of the 
court of Areopagus. Tradition says that 
Paul appointed him over the little flock at 
Athens. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

In Athens the wisdom of man had 
reached its greatest height. And Athens 
by its wisdom “knew not God” (1 Cor. 1: 
21). When Paul entered Athens he was 
overwhelmed not because the city was full 
of wisdom or full of beauty, but because 
it was full of idols. Philosophy and idol- 
atry met in Athens —the worship of mind 
and the worship of matter. To those 
Athenians the preaching of the Cross was 
foolishness, but in the wisdom of God it 
pleased him by the foolishness of preach- 
ing to save those who believed, hiding 
“these things from the wise and prudent” 
(1 Cor. 1: 19-24; Matt. 11:25). God in 
his mercy sent his greatest ambassador to 
Athens. Athens mocked, or was indiffer- 
ent. The Greek paganism, of which 
Athens was the throbbing heart, is ruling 
in the great universities and intellectual 
centers of the world today, and idolatry 
is ruling in the heathen world. We are to 
take God’s message to them, that he has 
appointed a day of judgment, and that the 
crucified and risen Saviour is to be the 
Judge. Let us be stirred by the idols, and 
not over-awed by the intellect of the un- 
believers. They are lost and need Christ. 
And some of them will believe. We are 
to take the message, as Paul did, not in 
scorn and denunciation, but seeking to win 
them from their ignorant “wisdom” to the 
knowledge of the living God and his Christ.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Did Paul fail at Athens? Did Paul in 
his message at Athens depart from the 
simplicity of the Gospel and preach with 
philosophical wisdom? (1 Cor. 2:1, 2, 13.) 
Paul’s words on Mars’ Hill were not words 
of man’s wisdom. Every sentence set God’s 
revelation over against the wisdom of the 
Greek philosophers. Moreover this mes- 
sage recorded by Luke is part of the in- 
spired Word (compare Acts 14: 15-17). 


Athens —the Glory of Greece. Athens 
has been called the greatest city in the 
world. But it was more than a city. It 
was. the concrete embodiment of the high- 
est achievement of the ancient world in art 
and philosophy, in literature and science. 
Founded, according to tradition, about the 
time when Moses was born, Athens attained 
the period of its greatest glory during 
the age of Perecles, 467 to 428 B. C., fol- 
lowing the great victory at Marathon over 
Darius in 490 and the victory at Salamis 
over Xerxes in 480. After the death of 
Alexander the Great, 323 B. C., Athens 
ceased to be the greatest center for art 
and philosophy. The city was taken by 
the Romans in 86 B. C., and was under 
their government at the time of Paul’s visit, 
but with the Areopagus in charge of city 
affairs. 

Epicureans and Stoics. Epicurus (341- 
327 B. C.) taught that the chief good is 
pleasure, by which, however, he meant not 
licentiousness but the quiet, serene, endur- 
ing pleasures of the wise man, which bring 
real independence of the world. His fol- 
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lowers, however, did not imitate the quiet 
and rather abstemious life of Epicurus, but 
made ‘the philosophy an encouragement to 
sensual indulgence. Their religion was 
practically atheistic. Stoicism (named from 
Stoa, the Porch in which they met) was 
founded by Zeno of Cyprus (340-265 B. C.), 
and taught that the chief good is virtue. 
Independence was to. be obtained by sup- 
pressing the personal feelings. Their re- 
ligion was practically Pantheism. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Be stirred by the idols of the world! 
How much are we concerned for a thou- 
sand million human beings that are living 
in villages and cities full of idols? 


Preach judgment! Judgment and the 
day of wrath were constantly before the 
apostolic preachers. So should they be 
in our preaching today. 


Help the earnest skeptic who has intel- 
lectual doubts. The Christian faith is the 
only truly scientific faith, based on the only 
right philosophy. Read I. H. Linton’s “A 
Lawyer and the Bible,” and get acquainted 
with the great classics treated in that re- 
markable work (may. be ordered from 
Times Book Service, 1721 Spring Garden 
St., Philadelphia, at $1.35). 


Do not put off a decision for Christ. 
Felix, and those on Mars’ Hill who said 
to Paul that they would hear him again 
of this matter, never heard-him again (Acts 
24:25). They rejected God’s opportunity. 

Be instant in season and out of sedson! 
Paul, while waiting at Athens for his fel- 
low missionaries, took every occasion to 
preach Christ. 


Sentence Summaries of Lesson Truths 


The world’s greatest center of philos- 
ophy was the world’s greatest center of 
idols: truly the wisdom of man is fool- 
ishness. 


If Paul was stirred with Athens full of 
idols, consider what the idols of the world 
mean to the heart of God. 


The loveliest spot on earth was the lone- 
liest spot for Paul, because its loveliness 
had a rotten heart. 


The cure for loneliness is to be conscious 
of Christ. 


The Christian message does not condemn 
art or intellect, but the perverting df art 
and intellect to idolatry and sensuality. 


Athens, city of great men, did not rec- 
ognize the world’s greatest man when he 
visited them: Paul did not act like the 
great ones of earth. 


In all of the much-vaunted Greek philos- 
ophy we look in vain for any real sense 
of sin before a holy God. 


Man’s philosophy goes astray because it 
is seeking for “truth,” but not for a Sav- 
iour. 

Those who mocked Paul and those who 
decided to hear him again will meet as 
Judge the Man whom Paul proclaimed to 
them as the Saviour. 

The pleasure for which the Epicurean 
yearned and the self-control for which 
the Stoic struggled are both found in 
Christ, at whose right hand are pleasures 
forevermore, and in whom we are crucified 
unto the world.

With the Intellectuals.—Ye men of 
Athens (Acts 17:22). If I had been 
selecting the title for this lesson I would 
have written “Paul Among the High 
Brows.” Yes, and the rest of the Lesson 
Committee would have crossed it out as 
too streety and colloquial.. But you will 
have to admit my title is more to the 
point to describe the lesson. 

Every Christian worker knows that the 
hardest field to work, the hardest nut to 
crack, the hardest man to interest is old 
Mr. High Brow. He knows it all, or 
thinks he knows it all (1 Tim. 6:4; 1 
Cor, 8:2). 

I happen to know exactly what I am 
talking about, for one time I belonged to 
the High Brow cian. It was when I 
stepped out of Old Siwash with my hard 
(!) earned sheepskin and load of useless 
philosophy and knowledge. My great in- 
tellectual equipment (hee!) enabled me to 
half fill a job at $7 a week! 

One of the things I had to do in college 
was to soak myself with Mr. Grote’s Greek 
history and mythology. I knew pretty 
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much all these Athenians knew. Mr. 
Euclid taught us something about the 
“square erected upon the hypothenuse of 
a right triangle.” We read the authors 
they read, from Homer down to Aristoph- 
enes. Oh, yes, we had Plato and Aris- 
totle. And sadly let it be said, at Old 
Siwash we had no more real religion than 
these heathen we studied. 

The slaps and slams of the world soon 
knocked some sense into me. I found 
that “Unknown God” that Paul presented, 
bade good-by to “Ye men of Athens,” and 
moved over into New Jerusalem. 

My life has largely thrown me with the 
“intellectuals.” They want to argue. I 
laugh and play dumb. And wait. I have 
known a box covered with flowers in the 
parlor and the words “ashes to ashes” to 
move the cold intellectual from white mar- 
ble Athens over into golden Jerusalem! 


“Codfish Aristocracy.””—Hath made of 
one blood all nations of men (v. 26). The 
scientist will tell you the blood of the 
descendants of Shem, Ham, and Japheth 
under the microscope shows corpuscles ex- 
actly the same. Kipling speaking of the 
female of the species sings, 

When you get to a man in the case, 

They’re like as a row of pins, 
For the Colonel’s Lady and Judy O’Grady 
Are sisters under their skins. 
Never forget the truth of that text up 
there. (Gen. 3:20; Mal. 2: 10.) 

Did you ever go through the five and 
ten cent stores and notice the types of 
girls behind the counters? See the pretty 
little girl over there with refinement writ- 
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ten all over her. She has as blue blood 
in her as yours ever dared be. It was this 
way. Father got caught in the crash of 
1929, lost his money, and died of a broken 
heart. She had to quit school. Took the 
only job an inexperienced girl could get. 

Say, now, what would you do if some 
financial or domestic catastrophe should 
throw you out on your own? Making a 
living is often a tragedy. There are two 
super-mean things in this world with which 
even a half Christian can have nothing to 
do. Codfish aristocracy that turns up its 
nose at those not so fortunately placed. 
Race hatred that expresses contempt for 
peoples different from one’s own. 

Why, bless your heart, only a while ago 
all our forefathers were running wild of 
one blood among the forests of Gaul and 
Britain. They worshiped heathen gods 
with, human sacrifices. These gods give 
their names to the days of the week. 
Quakers will not use them on that account. 
“T hope to see thee at meeting next First 
Day.” On the wedding card, “At home 
every Sixth Day in June.” Since your 
blood runs back to the savage Over There, 
why scorn the backward ones Over Here? 
And true Christians don’t. 


Judgment.—He hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the world in 
righteousness (v. 31). My brother, the 
Doctor, has just returned from a tour 
of Europe. In a church in London he 
attended, the minister preached a sermon 
on “The Judgment.” - Doctor Ridgway was 
greatly impressed by one particular point 
the preacher made. The speaker stated 
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that every one, no matter who he might 
be or what he might be, believed in the 
desirability and justice of a righteous judg- 
ment, The preacher clinched his statement 
by calling attention to the fact that when 
a story is read, or a great crime is. com- 
mitted, if the villain is not brought to 
book and punished, if judgment does not 
fall upon him, there is a keen disappoint- 
ment, 

Only the other day a cruel and heart- 
less crime was committed in a state which 
has abolished capital punishment. The 
killer was given “life’’ A whole nation 
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was disgusted and none more so than the 
people of the state of the scoundrel. The 
self-confessed murderer will spend the rest 
of his days fed and clothed and warmed 
and housed by the state, in much more 
comfort than many an honest unemployed 
citizen of that state. 

While there may be disappointment as 
to the judgments of this world, we have 
the assurance there will be no such mis- 
takes in the world to come (Matt. 12: 36, 
37, 41; Rev. 20: 17-15). Every now and 
then some Christian brother gets concerned 
about the judgments. I tell him to give 
the matter only an academic interest. If 
you owed a man $1,000 and could not pay 
it, and he cried, “I'll go over to West 
Chester and sue you!” and I would step 
up and pay it, you would not worry about 
his getting judgment against you. 

This is exactly what the Lord Jesus 
has done for us, so with all our heavy debt 
of sin we do not come into judgment. A 
few weeks ago the county fairs were on. 
The judges were busy with their prizes 
and ribbons, Cattle and products were be- 
ing judged, not for the shambles or the 
pig pen, but for rewards for “work.” For 
fattening the cattle, preserving the fruit, 
embroidering the quilt. “My reward is 
with me to give every man according as 
his work shall be.” That’s the Christian’s 
judgment (Rev. 22:12).

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Paul, the World’s Missionary. 
1. Hated by the Jews in Macedonia. 
2. Received by the Greeks in Athens. 
3. Believed by the open-hearted every- 
where, 
F YOUR girls did the reading suggested 
under “Home Study,” last week, they 
have noticed how fiercely Paul was hated 
by his own race in Macedonia, both in 
Thessalonica and Berea, as he had been 
by the Jews in Antioch (of Pisidia), and 
in Iconium on his previous missionary jour- 
ney. Do your girls know that this hatred 
of Paul carries. down to this very day 
among his own race? Jews of all types, 
some of whom “extol Jesus as a great 
prophet,” account Paul as the founder of 
the Christian Church which they think has 
so nearly destroyed Judaism, and they hate 
him accordingly. The map of Paul’s world 
will show your girls how widespread was 
this persecution which Paul, the world’s 
missionary, endured for the Lord whom he 
loved above his own soul, and whom he has 
done more to make known than any other 
one of his countless followers. 


2. In contrast to this relentless antipathy 
on the part of his fellow countrymen, 
Paul was widely received among the 
Greeks, some of whom had become Jewish 
proselytes and heard him preach his Gos- 
pel in Jewish synagogues. Note Acts 17: 
1-9. The Greeks in Athens were no ex- 
ception to this cordial~ attitude, for they 
gave Paul a friendly reception in their chief 
city of learning, and listened to one of 
his greatest sermons with eager intellectual 
curiosity. Perhaps it was Paul’s own 
Greek learning that attracted them, or his 
superb mental qualities, or his fair-mind- 
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edness, or his eloquence — but at any rate © 
Paul preached Jesus and the resurrection 
in proud Athens, on Mars’. Hill! 


3. But who believed Paul’s Gospel, among 
Jews and Greeks and Romans? Then, as 
now, those of every race who opened their 
hearts to the Lord Jesus and believed that 
God hath raised him from the dead, through 
the word of faith that Paul preached to 
all alike. Read Romans 10: 8-13 to your 
girls. Again use your map to locate the 
places where this “word of faith” was so 
received and believed, asking your girls to 
read aloud these statements of the preach- 
ing done and the converts made in these 
places: In Damascus (Acts 9:22, 27); in 
Jerusalem (9:28, 29); in Antioch of 
Syria (11:25, 26); in Salamis (13:5, 12); 
in Antioch, of Pisidia (13:14) ; in Iconium 
(14:1); in Lystra (14:6, .7); in Derbe 
(14: 20, 21) ; in Philippi (16: 12) ; in Thes- 
salonica (17: 1-4); in Berea (17: 10-12) ; 
in Athens (17: 16-18, 32-34). There is 
but one thing needful to ask your girls, 
after such a study: What is your attitude 
toward Paul’s Gospel? Do you hate the 
messenger and reject his message, or re- 
ceive and believe both with open and honest 
hearts?

God commands us to repent and be saved. 


1. How Paul told the Good News to the 
Athenians. 


2. God’s command to YOU. 











HAT a great traveler Paul became, 

and what a lot of adventures he had! 
Today we are going to hear of how he 
went to the big city of Athens, and told 
the people there the Good News of how 
the Lord Jesus had died to save them. 
You would all like to know what kind of 
sermons the great apostle Paul preached, 
I am sure! Well, we have his very words 
in our lesson (Acts 17: 22-34). Let us 
read it, and see how much we can under- 
stand, 

These Athenians were the most cultured 
and artistic people in the ancient world; 
their art and philosophy are today regarded 
as standards in the greatest centers of 
learning, and yet they lacked one thing 
—they did not know God, though many 
of them longed to do so, and worshiped 
him in ignorance as “The Unknown God.” 
Paul, therefore, begins by telling them who 
God is. He first sets forth the glory of 
God as Creator. He then lays stress on 
the fact that God “hath made of one blood 
all nations of men” (v. 26), no matter what 
their color or station in life. 

Next, he reveals to them the desire of 


‘God for his creatures, “that they should 


seek the Lord, .. . and find him” (v. 27). 
God has made the human heart for him- 
self, and we can never know perfect rest 
until we have sought and found him. “Seek, 
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and ye shall find” (Matt. 7:7) is the sure 
word of promise, for he is “not far from 
every one of us.” 

Paul says that “we are the offspring of 
God” (v. 29). Note that he does not 
say “children,” because none can become 
the child of God until Christ is accepted 
(see Rom. 8:14). Man has lost his moral 
likeness to God through sin, but still in 
many ways he resembles his Creator. God 
sees, hears, reasons, speaks —so do I. God 
loves, yearns, grieves—-so can I. Teach 
the Memory Verse: Matthew 4: 10b. 

Lastly, because sin has entered, “God .. 
commandeth all men every where to re- 
pent” (v. 30), and believe the Gospel. 
Talk simply of some of the sins of which 
all boys and girls are guilty, emphasizing 
the awfulness of sin in the sight of God. 
Tell again very tenderly the story of God’s 
love shown to us at Calvary. “The Son 
of God... loved me, and gave himself for 
me” (Gal. 2:20). Oh, come to him today. 
—-repent, and be saved!

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sion. Luther, central figure in the six- 
teenth century, lives forever in the mil- 
lions who like him, often through him, have 
believed in Christ. 

Unlike the other great men in Luther’s 
day, Luther is a present figure. The ex- 
ploits of Columbus, of Magellan, and Coper- 
nicus have been outdone by Lindbergh and 
Edison. On the way to Heaven, however, 
there is no better compass than the ‘old 
faith, taught by Paul, restored by Luther. 
We need it in the present eclipse, when 
Modernism joins Rome in teaching salva- 
tion by works. Believers hold with Luther 
that nothing saves but grace alone, Christ 
alone, faith alone. To honor Luther is 
easy; but only as individuals, congrega- 
tions, churches really experience the grace 
of Christ, transmitted through the Word, 
can a movement be shaped that will defy 
resurgent Rome and insurgent Modernism. 
A personal, vital experience of Christ is 
the inheritance Luther has for the believer 
in Christ. For it there is no substitute. 

As for the individual, so for society at 
large, Luther has a message. It is this, 
that all practical reforms in society are 
elusive, unless the Spirit of God brings 
human reform measures into touch and 
tune with himself through twice-born men. 
Our own government will fail in its noble 
undertaking, unless the Church goes for 
wisdom to Luther’s Christ. The individual 
needs an inward deliverance from evil; so 
does society. Only as growing numbers 
draw their strength from God and God 
vitalizes man’s efforts, are reforms crowned 
with success. Because our economic life, 
our national institutions, our international 
relations, are corroded by sin, has the, 
present catastrophe come with its weary 
length of material and moral ills. Human 
power cannot avail. Rather than the word 
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of the living pope, let America heed the 
death-muted cry of the man of Wittenberg: 
“Land, land, land: hear the voice of the

CERTAIN young man at a Scout 

camp was demonstrating to the Camp 
Director his qualifications for the Merit 
Badge in Marksmanship. During the test 
the Camp Director was called away. The 
young man had completed the require- 
ments for all but standing position. He 
tried a number of times in this position 
at the specified distance from the target 
but failed. Finally, in desperation, he step- 
ped half way up to the target and made 
his score from that position. 

The Camp Director was none the wiser 
when the young man’s score card was 
turned in, and so the Merit Badge was 
awarded. Yet whom did the young man 
really harm by his action? Certainly it 
was not the Director, for he had expected 
to award the badge and wanted to do so, 


It did not harm any other Scout, for - 


none knew that the Merit Badge was not 
honestly won. 

The foolish young man was the only 
one who was injured. He sold his honor 
for a little piece of embroidered cloth 
about two and a half inches square. His 
wearing of it did- not make him a better 
shot. But it stamped his character with 
a blot that a thousand failures could not 
have put upon it. 


Why is it, then, that people young and 
old will resort to sham or pretense? Is 
it not that they have the deluded notion 
that they can secure that which they de- 
sire by some short cut or easier method 
than the right one? The merchant who 
advertises goods in extravagant or dis- 
honest terms is seeking patronage and 
wealth by a short cut. The boy or girl 
who pretends not to cheat in an exam 
and who stealthily refers to his or her text- 
book is trying to secure a good mark by 
a short cut method. During the World 
War certain soldiers were caught wearing 
officers’ uniforms, They were seeking a 
short cut to popularity and prestige in the 
eyes of their friends. Yet all of these 
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ambitions can be realized:in a right way, 


—by hard work, by earnest application, . 


by painstaking study. This is one of the 
reasons why pretense and sham are all the 
more foolish and contemptible. 
ye 

But, as .bad as sham and pretense .are 
in social or business realms, they are in- 
finitely more foolish when we come to the 
spiritual realm.. Our lesson shows us that 
there were those in our Lord’s day, just 
as there are some today, who try to find 
short cuts or easy ways to holy living. 
They recognized the value of a God-fear- 
ing, upright life, but they were not willing 
to take the trouble or pay the price by 
actually living such lives. 

We may be able to fool men sometimes. 
Even then the danger of being found out 
is not worth the effort for sham. But

how infinitely more absurd it: is to think 
that we can for a moment fool God! And 
what a terrible mistake we are making 
when we trifle with that which may ex- 
clude us from his presence for all eter- 
nity. . There are no more severe words 
that fell from the lips of the Lord Jesus 
than those he uttered against hypocrisy 
and sham. God “desireth truth in the in- 
ward parts” (Psa. 51:6). He hates, above 
all else, a lie. Stripped of their polite 
terms, hypocrisy, sham, and pretense are 
nothing but lying, and God’s Word warns 
us that “any thing that defileth,’ and 
“whatsoever worketh abomination, or 
maketh a lie” shall be forever excluded 
from his presence and blessing (Rev. 21: 
27).

Faraway

O I ran away. What’s the use of work- 
ing for yourself if you can’t take an 
unexpected holiday once in-a while? 

Thus I argued as I whirled farther and 
farther away from my office. Still my 
conscience bothered me until the stone chim- 
ney of Faraway, my cabin in the wilder- 
ness, showed dimly through a cloud of 
green leaves. Then I forgot everything 
in my gladness at being back, once again 
in the Barrens. 

First, as usual, I took a walk and ad- 
mired the flowers. No place in Eastern 
America has so many beautiful flowers as 
the Barrens. That day I found the cow- 
wheat, with its little tubular, yellowish- 
white blossoms, and the lovely white and 
rose polygonella. Then there was the 
strange wild ipecac with its green and wine 
blossoms growing out of the sand, and 
the inkberry with its evergreen, olive- 
colored leaves and black, bitter berries. 
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The pine warblers were trilling in the 
trees and the chewinks sang “Drink your 
tea-ee-ee” and the wood doves mourned, 
while the Maryland yellowthroats sang 
“Witchery — witchery — witchery.” 

While I was crossing a dry cranberry 
bog I had a great start. On the bank, 
fifty yards away stood a dwarfish figure 
with a demoniac yellow face and dark, 
empty hollows where his eyes should have 
been. 

As I stared incredulously, the apparition 
waved its left arm toward me with a curi- 
ous dangling gesture as if it were broken 
at the elbow. 

As I brought my field glasses to bear 
upon the threatening shape, it turned into 
a splintered stump and the waving arm a 
flapping bit of bark. Yet when I lowered 
my glasses, there he was again, that figure 
not of earth, and I looked back several 
times to make sure that he was not follow- 
ing me as I turned toward the cabin. 

As the day became hotter and hotter I 
took to the stream again. The pool at 
Faraway is about seven feet deep, and my 
dive carried me down through the golden 
water, which darkened first to amber and 
then to a smoky blackness as my hands 
sank in the soft white sand that covers 
the bed of all the brooks in the Barrens. - 

I let the swift current carry me down for 
a moment as I floated up through the dif- 
ferent shades of gold and out into the sun- 
light again. Then I swam upstream past 
a jagged snag that I had learned to shun 
many years ago, and beside a bank covered 
with light green marsh grass, until I 
turned the curve into a long straightaway 
where the full force of the current gripped 
me. 

It was like walking in a treadmill or 
running in Alice’s Wonderland. One swam 
and swam in order to stay in the same 
place. Finally sinking my head below the 
surface, I tried a crawl that began to drive 
me slowly against the current. Foot by 
foot I passed the trees on the bank until 
I reached at last the sawed-off trunk of a 
pine that had once fallen across the stream 
and which I had fixed as my goal. When 
I arrived at that mark after a fifteen min- 
ute contest with the current I was as tired 
as if I had swam half a mile in still water. 

Then I turned and let the current carry 
me back until I reached a bank of white 
sand carpeted with soft green moss, which 
slanted into the stream. There I lay in 
the shallow, soft water and rested while a 
prairie warbler, with a yellow _ breast 
streaked with black, sang his wire-thin 
song of seven notes running up the scale. 

A moment later a slate-gray catbird be- 
gan one of those rich and varied perform- 
ances which only a few of his family ever 
give. That one was a singer well worthy 
to be compared with the mocking bird of 
the South. For fully ten minutes I lis- 
tened to his lovely trills and runs and 
flights of liquid, crystal-clear notes. When 
at last he stopped I drifted down with the 
current to my landing place. 

That night in the dark of the moon, I 
ended my runaway day by paddling an en- 
chanted mile along that lovely stream. The 
fireflies gleamed here and there like fairy 
lamps, and the dark boughs of the cedars 
drooped like a dryad’s hair above the 
stream, which flowed a shadowed silver in 
the star-shine.
